Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, British Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, assures America that the idea of 
war between the United States and Britain 
is*“ontlawed in the son] of every British 
citizen” and so doubtless it is, as it is also 
in the soul of every American; but the 
wholesome idea that it is necessary to main- 
tain navies should not be stretched so far 
as to make any nation desirous of securing 
and keeping any advantage over ours in 
this respect. It is reass to note that 
Britain is departing from position in 
which she sought to have that advantage. 
This departure is the one hope of agreement 
at the naval conference.

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HORT FOR SLAYERS . 
With commendable zeal and fair pros 

* of ultimate success Florida has set 

work to rid itself of the stigma attach- 
ing to it because of the high rate of homi- 
cides in its leading cities—the highest in 
the whole country. Most newspaper read- 
ers were astonished to learn recently that 
Jacksonville and Tampa, with homicide rec- 
ords for 192€ of 75.9 and 67.6 in the 100,000 
respectively, headed the list of American 
cities in the matter of voluntary killings. 

Nobody has clearly accounted for this un- 
fortunate state of affairs in the fair State 
of Florida, but a better record is promised 
for this year. The Florida Times-Union of 
Jacksonville says that already there is no- 
ticed, ag the result of the quickened publie 
sentiment in regard to the matter, a speed- 
ier handling of criminals. “Juries,” that 
journg! says, “have been found that would 
convict, and judges unafraid to rule for the 
safety of the people and against wrong- 
doers who have violated the laws of God 
and map.” 

The. Florida Legislature, in session re- 
cently, took cognizance of the need of more 
stringent laws to punish criminals of all 


which, if they are rigidly enforced, should 
tend to lessen crime. rida has set to 
work vigorously to check the crime wave 
by every possible means and will give short 
shrift to murderers. 

Criminologists are trying to discover why 
certain localities in the United States 
should have high homicide rates while oth- 
ers have very low ones—-why, for example, 
there should have been 104 slayings last 
year in Jacksonville, with 137,000 popula- 
tion, and but two in Grand Rapids, a much 
larger city. Chicago’s record of 510 homi- 
cides was bad enough, but why should a 
city like Jacksonville, with its fine citizen- 
and many worthy institutions, report 
five human slayings to Chicago's one on a 
per capita basis? Why should there have 
been no homicides whatever in Pasadena. 
a city approximating Jacksonville in popu- 
lation, while so many occurred in the For- 
ida metropolis? Why should the Los An- 
geles rate per 100,000 be less than eighteen, 
while that of Tampa is more than sixty- 
seven? 

With the. newly aroused public sentiment 
and the stringent measures now being taken 
to reduce crime fhroughout Florida, where 
murder has stalked abroad in a frightful 
way of late, we shall look for future rec- 
ords more in keeping with the high ideals 
of the better element of the Peninsular 
State, whose citizens deserve better pro- 
tection under the law than they evidently 
have been receiving. 2 4 

E CALL TO ASIA 

Imports from Asia to this country dur- 
ing the month of May showed an increase 
of nearly 12 per cent. The exports to ori- 
ental ports advanced not at all. The trade 
balarices with other sections of the earth 
ate in excellent condition—most of them 
being in Uncle Sam’s favor, Lut the Asiatic 
situation is not what it should be. And it 
is with the business of Asia that Los Ange- 
les Harbor is vitally concerned.

Of course, revolutions in China have im- 
paired the buying powers of that country, 
but even a war means large purchases in 
other lands—if they can be paid for and 
delivered.
